They write from Stockhoim, That betore the breaking up of the Diet of Swé: 
den, the Affair of the Succeffion of that Kingdom, long talked of, was brou ght 
upon the Tapis, at the prefling Inftance of Morfieur Beftuchof, Minifter ot the 
Czar of Mufcovy ; bucthe Conclufion of this important Bufinefs is ftill kept in 
Secret, ali that is known ofthe Matter:is, thaton the 23d of O@ober, the 
Marthal of the Diet acquainted the Nobles, that the Czar, by his Minifters, 
had made moft preffing Solicitations to have the Duke of Holltein declared Suc- 
ceflor, in cafe their Majetties fhould die without Iffue ; and, that this Propofal 
having been offered to che King and Senate, the fame was reterr’d tothe States, 
and that it being an Affair of fuch Nicety and Confequence, it would be proper 
to commit ittoa Secret Committee . Atcer many Debates, the Motion wascon- 
fented to, and after they had taken three Days to confiderof it, they communi- 
cated theit Refolution tothe Marfhal; and uponconfulting with him, judged it 
not proper as yet to make the faid Refolution Publick; wherefore the Marfhal 
acquainted the Diet in a Body, That the faid Secret Committee and Senate had 
come to a Refolution, which rhey were fure would tend tothe Honour of their 
Majefties, the true Intereft of the Kingdom, and tothe entire SatisfaGion of his 
Highnefs the Duke of Holftein; but neverthelefs, the Affair was offuch a Nature, 
that they could notas yer let them know the Refult of the faid Refolution. 

This Anfwer inflamed fome of the Membcrs, who warmly urged againft the 
Nature of their Proceedings, taking Notice, that it wasby their Deputation and 
Authority the Secret Committee and Senate liad a Power of deciding it,and chere 
fore could not refufe communicating it tothe Diet. This occafioned new Debates, 
and they came at lengthjto put the Queftion, whether the Refolution fhouid be 
communicated orno, and having divided uponit, it was carried in the Negative, 

bya great Majority, fo thatthe Refule is not known, and the Diet broke up 
the fame Day. 

Upon the whole Matter, the Partizans of the Duke of Holftein flatter them- 

felves, thatthis Refolution is more in Favour of that Prince than was at firk ex- 
pected, and that this Caution of the Committee is taken, leaft a private Grudge 
fhouid beow’d them fromthe Court Party for this extraordinary Step,

As to Meriweys, they regard him no otherwife 
thanias.an Ufurper, And they fay, tnat the young Sophi who has took upon 
himfelf the Title of Kiog, has not ‘lawfully afcended the Throne. 
“In the mean time the Porte, altho’ they look upon’ Meriweys as an Ufurper, 
has refolved ro affift him with all ‘its Strength, in order to difpoffefs the Czar 
of his new Conquefts; and *tis aflured, that a great Body of ‘Turkiffy Troops 
who had joined the Army of Meriweys, keep the Forrrefs ot Andreoff clofely 
block’d up. a Vv. .%.
